One of the city’s present and 
future probiems is the south- 
east corner of Euclid avenue and 
Focthill boulevard. 


Look at it today and youl! 
see what we mean. Count the 
number of bottles, beer cans, 


rocks, papers and debris on this 
corner. 

By law and popular consent, 
business is not permitted on this 
corner; it can be used only as 
a site fora residence. For this 
purpose, it is unlikely ever to 
be in demand. And so the vacant 
lot collects everything thought- 
less motorists and residents wish 
to toss on to it. The owner, mif- 
fed at the city regulations against 
allowing commercial use, gleetul- 
ly hopes the sight will become 
so obnoxious something will be 
done about the situation. 

While the present owner pur- 
chased the site knowing the zone 
restrictions, he was hopeful the 
property could be rezoned to 
permit its use as a site for a 
service ition or some other 
boulevard-type of business. Such 
is not the case. 

Fortunately, the other three 
“corners” at this famous inter- 
section do not as yet present any 
problem to the city. That day 
may come soon, however. 

Walter Stewart, owner of the 
valuable northwest corner of the 
intersection, was prohibited from 





selling his property to the Gen-- 


eral Telephone Co. as a site for 
the firm’s. new communication 
building. Now he is looking to 
the date when it can be sold for 
some other commercial use, fn 
the meantime, he is maintaining 
a neat appearing citrus grove. 

Mrs. W. K. Beattie owns the 
at the southwest 
corner and as long as she chooses 
to use it for that: purpose, there 
will be no special problem. 

The general issue remains, 
however; “What is going to hap- 
pen to the intersection of Euclid 
and Foothill?” 

The more immediate issue is 
how long we.can endure the use 
of the southeast corner as a dump- 
ing ground for everbody’s bottles 
and _ trash. 

Incidentally, all of us are in- 
debted for the very attractive 
decorative scheme used on the 
Suburban Gas Service building. 
W. R. Sidenfaden and _ his: as- 
sociates are keenly interested 
in maintaining attractive sur- 
roundings, thus the landscaping 
in front of the property and the 
handsome finish on the building.

Freeway Opening 


Set For January 


On January 1 the Ramona free- 
way is scheduled to be completed 
from here to Kellogg hill, just 
west of Pomona, and this portion 
of the freeway from that point 
east through Pomona, Upland and 
Ontario to its juncture with U. S. 
Highway 99 just east of Ontario 
at Archibald avenue will be open- 
ed to traffic soon after. 


While the local link in the high 
speed artery may be completed 
prior to that time the route will 
not be open for traffic until that 
portion of the Los Angeles county 
route through Pomona is finished, 
according to S. T. Nordyke, ex- 
ecutive on the staff of the Cal- 
ifornia Highway commission in 
San Bernardino. 


LOS ANGELES LINK 

At a later date, the Upland- 
Kellogg Hill link of the freeway 
will be connected to Los Angeles 
by completion of the freeway 
through Covina, El Monte and 
Monterey Park. 

For more than 10 miles the 
route now extends east from Los 
Angeles. This part of the free- 
way will be connected to the 


local link at Kellogg hill by the 
present Highway 99 route. 

“The Ramona freeway will e- 
ventually provide a very direct 
route from here into Los Angeles,” 
Mr. Nordyke explained. “Only a 
very slight deviation from a 
straight line exists all along the 
freeway route.” 

While admitting the new high 
speed route will enable motorists 
to get in and out of the metro- 
politan area fast, Mr. Nordyke 
said he could not forecast the 
time required for a one-way trip.
